Lechmere 
Clift which, we published yesterday is 
a moderately worded ‘but definite ex- 
position of the views of the opponents 
of the opium traded We congratulate Dr 
Clift upou his ability to diccusg this 
queation-without heat “and with a com- 
mendable desire tu grant those. whe 
differ froma him the credit of having no 
unworthy motives, This attitude, “we 
ore afraid, is but seldom adopted hy the 
one side or the other. “Turning tu the 
letter itself wo find that, referring to 
the announctment that experience in 
Ceylon -had..shown -that, under proper 
regulation, opium smoking was- not’ 
detrimental, wo find that Dr Clift has 
two asnwers ready, The first is that 
opium may not effect Tamila and Sing- 
halese as it does-Chinese. But thon 
again it may: -Surmiso is valueless na 
anargument, Dr Clift's eecond answer, 
which seems by the way to discount the 
value of tho first, is that o Colonial 
Governor's testimony must not be taken 
as conclusive as “he has multitudinous 
duties to’ occupy his nttention.” ‘This 
would bomuch more impressive if it were 
not for the fact that in this ease the then 
Governor of Ceylon: based his remarks 
upon the innocuousness ofthe opium trade 
under proper regulation, on the ‘reports 
of the Hoalth .Dopartment of. Ceylon: 
Wo ask Dr Clift in all sincerity whether 
observers in Hongkong bave not excel- 
lent opportunities of studying the effect 
of opium smoking—under proper regu- 
lation, Our community is. mainly 
Chinese and there isa Tair amount of 
opium smoking done in the Colony, Yet 
hive we any experience locally of these 
awful tragedies and the fieart-rending 
misery which we-hear of from tho 
interior of China? Not tothe general 
knowledge. Is this because a strong 
and incorruptible Government prevents 
the abuse.of opium? If not we would 
be glad to know -what ¢ the reason: 
If thera were ‘no restrictions upon the 
sale of liquor in Great Britain no doubt 
& percentage ofthe people would become 


besotted .and degraded: “But we are 
disposed: to,believe that if. such condi- 
tions were to. prevail and, instead of 
suggesting regulation; it were proposed 
to entirely wipe out the drink trade, 
the proposal would be rejected: with 
contumely. -Reasoningby analogy we 
conclude that the. abuse of ‘opium iti 
China is due to the: fact. that the 
Chinese Government is too weak and 
corrupt to regulate its use. When the 
Government is regenerated—if it ovor 
is—weo expect to see the opium. trade
